WHAT TREATY CONTAINS^ 


The Spaniards Still Xmist ou tlic 


Maiiie lucideut. 


Paris, Dec. 9—Senor Eios president, 


and 
Senor Ojeda, 
secretary ot the 


Spanish commission were still in bed 
this morning. 
The illness of Senor 


Ojeda delays the engrossing of the 
treaty and it is doubtful whether it will 
be signed till Monday. 


The Americans held the usual session 


this 
morning. 
The 
Spaniards 


still continue bitter comments on Mc- 
Kinley's reference to Maine's disaster. 
The Spaniards made their last con- 
tribution yesterday in a vigu.ously 
worded protest declaring 
they had 


yielded to force. They declare they will 
again submit the question of the Maine 
to an international tribunal, England, 
France and Germany, 
to 
determine 


who should bear the responsibility of 
the catastrophy. 


The protocol of the treaty will al- 


most reach the dimensions of a vol- 
umne as it will contain every written 
statement presented 
on 
both sides ! 


during the conferences. 
In spite of j 


the secerecy preserved by the Ameri- 
cans it is learned the treaty in sub- | 
stance consists of 13 or 14 articles. The 
principal articles provide for the ces- 
sion and' evacuation of Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, the political 
administration and financial results 
thereof and acquirement by the United 
States of public property and the re- 
linquislmient of archives and articles 
of secondary importance to determine 
the status of Spanish subjects remain- 
ing in the ceded territory and of un- 
finished law suits and contracts. 


It guarantees the same conditions to 


Spanish shipping and merchandise as 
those imposed upon American shipping 
and merchandise in the Philippine is- 
lands for ten years, leaving the status 
of Spanish commerce in the West In- 
dies to be settled later. An important 
provision is the guarantee of religious 
freedom in the ceded territory in about 
same terms as those of tha Florida 
treaty. 
The Americans have stead- 


fastly refused to incorportae any guar- 
antee in favor of the property of the 
Catholic church, leaving it subject to 
general laws and on the same footing 
as private property. 


The Americans were apprehensive 


even yesterday that there might be 
some unforseen turn in affairs which 
would frustrate their efforts at the 
eleventh hour. 


Senator Gray, though well known to 


be radically oposed to the policy of 
annexation or imperialism, will vote 
in the senate to ratify the treaty, con- 
sidering that his signing that docu- 
ment binds him to support it. 


Senor Garnica in an interview today 


said "the Americans could hardly ex- 
pect we should agree to discuss mat- 
ters outside of the protocol after the 
lessons we have had from them on this 
point. When we wished to discuss the 
Cuban debt they absolutely refused to 
consider it and then they ask us what- 
ever they want. 'Quelle troupet' (what 
cheek). Tet the Cuban debt remains 
an important question for settlement. 


In regard to the Spaniards' final pro- 


test on the subject of the Maine, Senor 
Garnica remarked: "That protest now 
becomes history as it is embodied in 
the protocol. We do not wish to re- 
main under an imputation which would 
perpetuate 
animosity 
and 
hatred 


against us and winch would be a 
source of constant irritation in Spain. 
It is neither loyal nor just that this 
thing should hang over the reputation 
of Spain. We cannot submit; it must 
be cleared up in justice to ourselves. 
There are many other causes to bring 
hatred between the two nations with- 
out the addition of such a one as this. 
As to the future relations of the two 
countries that is one thins history 
alone can determine. Any nations 
which have been deadly enemies are 
not speedily reconciled." 


Senor Garnica was then questioned 


as to the future of the Philippines is- 
lands and said: "The United States 
has Inaugurated a policy which will 
bring It much trouble and many re- 
sponsibilities. The Americans are not 
prepared for the work they are about 
to undertake. Tour democratic sys- 
tem must Inaugurate an Imperialistic 
and burt-auratic system and you must 


increase your army and navy with the 
result 
that 
there will be constant 


friction between yourselves and the 
European powers."

All bills relating to the Spanish-Amer- 


ican war go to the pension committee, 
as the committee on invalid pensions, 
nhich handles the STeat bu'k of pension 
legislation, is restricted by the rules to 
the civil war. 
Chairman Eay of the 


committee on invalid pensions said yes- 
terday that he did not look for any gen- 
''ral pension legislation growing cut ot 
the recent war. 


'•There is no need of it," he said, "as 


all our recemt laws apply to those who 
served in the recent war, except the 
act of June 27, 1890, which applies on'.y 
to thosa servinig in the war of the re- 
bellion- 
That act gives $12 to a soldier 


and 38 to the T\ idow of a soldier, without 
reference to the cause of disabil.'ty. 
But it is noticeable that it was not 
passed until 25 years after the Civil war, 
for by that time there "were many aged 
soldiers and widows of soldiers who were 
Entitled to government aid, 
without 


reference to their disabilities. 
So 25 


years after the late war there doubtless 
will be a number of old soldiers who will 
be regarded with special favor by the 
government, and then an act similar to 
that of June, 1S90, will be provided for 
them. 
But for the present every sol- 


dier who incurred disability in service 
come* under the general law, and if one 
of them dies his widow or children get 
the benefit. 
This apparently meets the 


conditions of the Spanish- American war 
until the sturdy yc .ing sellers advance 
to Veterans, although no one will be- 
grudge them any governmental aid in 
the meantime if that 
becomes ex- 


pedient." 


Congressional Proceeding's, 


Washington, Dec. 9. — The urgent de- 


ficiency bill to provide for the support 
of the military and naval establishment 
was passed by the house, practically 
without opposition. A fear had been ex- 
pressed that the measure might open up 
a prolonged debate upon the conduct of 
the war, but the Democratic leaders de- 
cided that .such a debate would propsily 
come later upon the regular appropria- 
tion bills or upon the bill for the reor- 
ganization of tke army. There was not 
a word of criticism of the war during the 
debate. 


The only point upon which an issue wa.s 


raised xvas as to whether the bill, pro- 
viding as it did for the pay of the volun- 
teers until July, 1899, might not be con- 
strued a.s a. modification of the law under 
which the volunteers were mustered into 
service. Mr. McRae of Arkansas oft'ored 
an amendment providing that it should 
not be so construed, and upon it there 
was a general discussion as to the ad- 
visability of mustering the volunteers 
out before the regular army was in- 
creased.

ISLANDS OF SUMMEB. 


QUEER PEOPLE TO COME UNDER OUR 


FLAG IN SULU ARCHIPELAGO. 


A Wild, Savage Hare of Malay* Who 


Are Pirates l>r Choice and Molirviu- 
iued«n» In Fultli—Interior* of I>- 
lautfi Almoit Wholly t'nexplored. 


With tho acquisition of the Sulu archi- 


pelago some queer people come under the 
•tars and stripes. 
Thny are the wildest, 


fiercest and most uncivilized of all races 
who hove but recently come into the im- 
perial domain of your Uncle Sain. 


In securing tho Sulu inlands we bare 


annexed what ia probably the most unex- 
plored portion of the world, burring the 
unknown regions about the poles. Of the 
180 and possibly more islands in the archi- 
pelago which s'p.iln has relinquished so 
regretfully we have definite knowledge 
about only a few, and concerning the in- 
teriors of most of the larger islands vr« 
know practically nothing. 
Only one port 


in the whole group is absolutely safe for 
white men to live in. 
This is Sulu, the 


capital of tin- island of Sulu, which gives 
its nr.nio to tho whole archipelago. 


A further distinction of tho Sulu Islands 


la that within its boundaries now exist 
about tho only pirates Who are worthy of 
the naiuo. Thoy arc the real article. Their 
enterprise has been somewhat hampered 
during the lust h.ilf century by Spanish 
wurships, but they have managed to keep 
up uld traditions, nndtodaya daring Yan- 
keo skipper who should venture to tail in- 
to some oi the out of tho way harbors of 
the group would eland an excellent chance 
of having his throat <mt and his ship scut- 
tled. 


The archipelago is divided into three 


groups, named respectively after the three 
principal islands: Baseelan, in the north- 
east; Sulu, in the center, »nd Taweo-Tawce, 
in the southwest. /The whole chain of the 
Sulus is practically a continuation of the 
southwestern promontory of Mindanao, 
tha escond largest of the Philippine is- 
lands. 


The area of the Sulu group is estimated 


at 1,948 square miles and its population 
at 73,000, mostly Mohammedans. Sulu 
itself stretches 85 miles from east to wagt, 
with a breadth of from five to ten miles. 


The whole territory was for centuries 


under the sway of a despotic dynasty of 
sovereigns founded in the early days 
when Mohammedanism first penetrated 
among the Malay islanders. 
They ruled 


over an oligarchy of datus, or species of 
feudal lords, who in their turn governed 
largo clans of vassals. 
Commerce, pros- 


elytism to the Mohammedan religion, 
and more especially piracy occupied the 
activities of these gentry; but their en- 
torprises frequently brough them into con- 
flict with the Spanish and the Dutch. 


Tho Sulu people are real Malays, mixed 


to some extent with Chinese and with

proportioned physically. 
Their houses of 


reed or bamboo are elevated on posts four 
or five feet above the ground. The dwell- 
ings are almost squara, the sloping roof 
thntobed with palm leaves. As a rnle 
there is only one room, and the floor is 
made of split palm stems. Large chests 
serve as wardrobes and for storing valu- 
ables. 
They nro placed in tho center of 


the room, and mats for beds are spread 
upon them. The space thus provided for 
sleeping quarters is inclosed at night with 
chintz curtains. 


Of Into yoars even the caramon people 


have had chairs and tables. 
The nobles, 


6r "datus," as they are called, import 
evory imaginable luxury by way of Ma- 
nila, and their houses are elegantly fitted 
up. 
They have Chinese and Spanish 


glassware, crockery, cooking utensils of 
brass and irbn, English cutlary, silver 
spoons and even carpets. 


The pearl fisheries of the islands are a 


sotiroo of much wealth. Slaves dive for 
the pearl oysters, uml fi man who secures 
a large pearl gets his freedom. 
Tho big- 


gest pearls are claimed by the nobles who 
have property rights in the oy&tai' banks. 
The fishery is followed with most success 
at tho time of the southwest monsoon, 
•when the sea is perfectly calm and so clear 
that objects are visible at i'. depth of 40 
feet. 
Tho pearls of Tawee-Tawee are fa- 


mous for their beauty, though they are 
email, but a few years after being taken 
from the oysters they turn yellow or purple. 


The chief exports of the archipelago are 


black and white sea slugs, beeswax, pearl 
oyster shells, edible birds' nests, tortoise 
shell, seaweeds, rattans, sago, dyewoods, 
pepper, camphor, pearls, cinnamon and 
cloves. 


Tho favorite amusements of tho people 


are music and dancing. 
Most of the no- 


blemen play on tho tlute, guitar or violin, 
and everybody dances Spanish dances and 
sings Spanish bnllads. 
Both men and 


women are passionately addicted to gam- 
bling. 
Polygamy is lawful, but rarely 


pructiceG. Each wife is entitled to a sep- 
arate apartment in her husband's houpc. 
Men who can afl'ord the luxury maintain 
many concubines. 


Perpetual summer reigns in the Sulu 


archipelago. 
The climate is excessively 


hot, but frequent r.ml copious showers re- 
fresh the atmosphere. There is no regular 
v;ei season. 
Breadfruit is an important; 


product of tho islands, and the plant than 
bears the chocolate bsan grows profusely, 
being remarkable for the si™ and abun- 
dance of its fruits. Sulu chocolate is great- 
ly prized af, Manila.

A few years as;o tho building of a 


machine shop v7i!i,onc a chimney vronld 
have been lonln d upon as the act of an 
idiot. Now ir may be the wisest thing 
a builder can do, for the large fan 
which is t;:king the placo of the chim- 
ney costs a Rreafc deal less than the lofty 
stack, and does its work much better. 
Besides this there is a great saving in 
fuel. 


In one plant where this experiment 


•was tried there were three boilers, ag- 
'gregating 260 horsepower, and directly 
above them was mounted a fan connect- 
ed direct -with a 5 by 4 double cylinder 
engine. The wheel of the fan was 54 
inches in diameter, and as ic could be 
run at any speed, it provided a draft 
qnite in^ap'sndent of the fire. It Vvas 
possible to use a much eheapor grade of 


• coal and the saving thus effected was 
quite appreciable. 


For instance, with tha ordinary forts 


of chimney tho shop would use 1,624 
tons of Ouruberlaail coal, at $3.65, ag- 
gregating $5,939 a year. Using the 
blower, a mixture of Cumberland coal 
and yard screenings, half aud half, 
would suffice. This, at $2.85>i, would 
amount to $4,995, showing a difference 
of $934. The cost of operating the fan 
was placed at $183 par annum, so that 
the net gain was $751, a sum greater 
than the entire cost of the mechanical 
draft apparatus.—St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

SPENDING MONEY. 


Bradley Martin has taken to abstract 


figuring, and this is what he does. He 
calculates that a man with a fortune 
of JsiOO.OOO.non and an income of $5,000,- 
000 a year spends a great deal more 
than v.-ould be spent if this $100,000,000 
were owend by 10,000 people with an 
income of $500 a year. 


It is to be feared lhat Bradley Mar- 


tin doesn't know so much about the 
habits ot" the $500 a year people as he 
clops about the others: about Bradley 
Martin, 
for instance. 
He does not 


know, apparently, that in most cases 
they do not have much choice in the 
matter, and that they spend their 
money chiefly because they have to. 
His assumption that the hundred mil- 
lionaire will put more money in circu- 
lation than the 10,000 persons with $500 
yearly incomes betrays his ignorance 
of what the circulation of money i3. 
Suppose that the 10,000 persons could 
manage to put $500,000 in the savings 
bank. 
Mr. Martin appears to think 


that the money is withdrawn from cir- 
culation, though nothing of the sort 
happens. If it were, the bank would 
never pay dividends.

then 
again, Bradley Martin 


seems to estimate that the worth of a 
man is estimated in the amount of 
money he can spend, raher than the 
-,ray he spends it. 


HTR. McKIKMETT AND THE 
PRES- 


IDENT. 


Ex-Secretary Sherman is responsi- 


ble for a very »irrterest)Hir statement 
that President McKinley was not 
originally in favor of taking the Phil- 
ippines, but has been led to the posi- 
tion by the pressure of opinion from 
without. This was generally accepted 
as a. fact, but Mr. Sherman has been 
an intimate friend of Mr. McKinley 
for so many years, that a statement 
from him may be accepted almost as 
authoritative. This statement is sup- 
ported by several well-known facts. 
In the first place, Mr. McKinley wrote 
in April last, in his message upon 
Cuba, which preceded the declaration 
of war, that, as for acquisition by 
conquest, that was not to be thought 
«t; that all that, according to our prin- 
ciples, would be criminal. In the sec- 
ond place, the protocol, as drawn up by 
him, wa» as non-committal as to the 
disposition of the Philippines as his 
message of this week. It is plain that 
this message still leaves open the door 
lor a retreat. 


There was something, too, in the bit- 


terness of Mr. Andrew Carnegie's pub- 
lic and private reproaches to the Presi- 
dent for his Philippine policy which 
can only have arisen from what Mr. 
c'arnegie considers a personal going

to the sportsman is as a retriever. He 
is a worthy rival of the fnmoos dog of 
the Chesapeake, and no weather is too 
severe, while faw tasks are too difficult, 
for him He is game to the core, a very 
powerful, magnificent swimmer, and to 
all intents a natural retriever. His oiiy 
ooat can bid defiance to cold water, 
while a vigorous 'shake appears to at 
once dry it. He is as hardy as a badger. 
He is a most intelligent and willing 
worker, and wiJl show to the greatest

under 
conditions which 


•would baffle almost any other retriever 
from water.—Gating. 


Rifling »i Turtles' Buck*. 


Having bad considerable experience 


in turtle catching, I know a swimmer 
can frequently approach a sleeping tur- 
tle from behind and leap oa its back 
before it awakea. The creatnre's first 
impulse is to dive, but if its rider 
knows his business be can instantly 
bring it to » standstill by forcing his 
fingers into its horny oyes, when it at 
once floats motionless oil the surface. 
In tho case of a midshipman whom I 
kuow of ha got on a turtle's hack and 
enjoyed a ten minutes' ride, sometimes 
on the surface of the water, sometimes 
under, before he brought the animal t» 
a standstill. 


Three things are certain—first, the 


ability of a man to get on a. sleeping 
turtle's back; secccd, by sitting fo? 
back on its shell to keep it uear tho 
surface; third, 1o instantly atop its ca- 
reer by reducing it to blindness. Hav- 
ing regard to the brevity and simplicity 
of Rougemont's account, I can quite 
well believe that lonely roan on his 
coral sand bank, with all bis instincts 
preternatnrally sharpened, did actually 
ride and guide tho turtle as he has 
stated.—Admiral Moresby in London 
Chronicle.

Hpiinlali-Ainerlcan War to Get It. 
Tho flrbt pensioner of the Spanish- 


Aiuorlcan war 18 Jesso F. Gates, it gunner 
In Battery A, United States artillery. 
There were applications filed before his, 
but to Gates was tho first pension granted. 
In fact, he did not really file an applica- 
tion at all, for his papers were made out 
at tho personal request of President Mo 
Kinlcy. 


Gunner Oatea went to Cuba as a mem- 


ber of the regular arriy, having been pre- 
viously stationed for several years at Fort 
Sheridan, Chicago. 
During tho second 


day of tho fighting on San Juan hill he 
was struck in tho face by a piece of shrap- 
nel and Boriciuslr dibligured. 
After a

weary wait in the hospital camps he waa 
finally put on board one of the transports 
and sent up to llontaui: Point. Later he 
was transferred to the New York hospital, 
where skilled physicians patched him up 
to the best of their ability. 


When he was finally able to leave the 


hospital, Gates went to Washington, and 
it was while there that President McKin- 
ley heard of his gallantry during the bat- 
tle and of his serious wound. The gunner 
was summoned to the White House and 
had a pleasant interview with the chief 
executive. Just before he went President 
McKinley turned to Secretary Alger, who 
Was present, and said: 


"Mr. Aigor, see that a pension Is award- 


ed to Mr. Gates at once." 


Tha other claims which had been al- 


ready sent in were side tracked for the time 
being, and the papers which will bring to 
Gunner Gates a neat little income every 
month were made out. 
Thus it happens 


that the first pension of tha Spanish- 
American war was granted. 


Gunner Gates is married and lives with 


his wife Molly in rather poor quarters in 
Highwood. a suburb of Chicago. He will 
now be ablo to live somewhat more com- 
fortably and will never have cause to re- 
flect upon tha ingratitude of republics.

Whe ', 
quite cold, bottle and cork closely, and t 
if the catchup is wanted to keep, i ) 
should be rebelled in about two months ' 
time, -with the addition of a little fresl] 
spice and a piece of horse radish.

Caper Sauce.— The correct proper. 


tions in this sauce, which is custoniari. 
ly served with boiled mutton, are hall 
a pint of melted butter, into which an 
stirred three dessertspoonfuls of ca- 
pers, To make a good melted buttei 
sauce melt an ounce ot butter in it 
lined saucepan and stir Into this at 
ounce of flour until the mixture is quit* 
smooth. Half a pint of milk must nexl 
be added slowly and a pinch of salt 
and to prevent the sauce from being 
lumpy it must be stirred coiiliuuousls 
until it thickens with the cooking. Jusl 
before serving add to it half an ounci 
of butter and two tablespoonfuls oi 
cream. 


Shrimp Sauce.— This accompaniment 


to fish is prepared in the following 
manner: Half a pint of shrimps musi 
be picked free from their shells. Melt- 
ed butter must also be prepared, 
and when It boils add the prepared 
shrimps, a teaspoonful of anchovj 
sauce and a good dusting of cayenne 
Stir thoroughly and lastly squeeze ii 
some fresh lemon juice. 


Sauce Piquante.— For chops, steaks o

THE CITY FINANCE. 


Report of City Treasurer and 


Tax Collector for the Year. 
Some Interesting Figures. 


City Treasurer Harclenbergh has com- 


pleted his annual report on the fi- 
nances of the city, and as always, it 
is one of the most interesting docu- 
ments that are filed. The tabulated 
list of appropriations, expenditures and 
balances, is given below, and will show 
in detail the exact standing of each 
of the departments of city work. 


The cash on hand December 1, 1897, 


was $72,466.51. 
The 
receipts during 


1S98 were $521,226.76, and the expendi- 
tures J5SO,403,62, leaving a balance on 
hand of $13,289.65. This balance is con- 
siderably less than that of a year ago, 
while the tax collections are not so 
closely made up. The assessors' war- 
rant showed $237,056.20 while the col- 
lections are $225,740.38, leaving $11,315.- 


82 to be collected on this year's assess- 
ment. An interesting feature of the 
tax collecting was the fact that the 
abatements and corrections by the as- 
sesors amounted to only $378.75 this 
year. 


The features of interest in the ex-

The 
extra amount called for on the" repan 
of highways was an unusual one, as 
a result of the heavy storms.

Deputy revenue collectors are con- 


tinually Deceiving new directions as to 
the collecting' of the war tax, which 
are the result of new questions brought j 
up for decision.

Collector Cook, are:

A person who sells blackberry wine ' 


is required to pay special tax, as a 
liquor dealer for selling the wine, un- 
less he is the manufacturer of it, anc! 
has made it frofn berries grown by 
himself, or gathered wild by himself, 
or by persons in his employ, and the 
wine is sold by him only at the place 
of manufacture, or at his one "general 
business office." When he bottles the 
wine for sale, he must pay stamp tax 
and affix the required stamp on each 
bottle. 


A fair or entertainment given by a 


fraternal organization, the proceeds 
of which are to be devoted to "sick 
benefits," or like objects, is held not to 
be such an exhibition or show as is 
contemplated by the war revenue 
act, and special tax is not required to 
be paid therefor. 


Manufacturers of chewing1 gum are 


not privileged to remove the same 
from starnned packages and repack it 
in unstamped packages for the use of 
their salesmen for distribution by them 
as free samples, or any other purpose. 
The removal of samples from stamped 
packages and placing the same in 
ntlier packages will be a violation of 
the object of the statute requiring a 
stamp, and of Section 23, act of June 
13, 189S. 


Spruce giim when intended for sale 


as a chewing gum, is subject to a tax 
of four cents on each retail dollar's 
worth, and four cents for each ad- 
ditional 
dollar 
or 
fractional part 


thereof. 


The office will not approve of dummy 


packages used for the purpose of ad- 
vertising cigars. A manufacturer can- 
not pack a statutory package in part 
with cigars and in part with dummy 
parcels put up in imitation of cigars.

Our venerable townsman, Elijah G. 


Curtis, expired on the Sth inst., at 
11.15 a. m., at his late residence, ,116 
Eagle street, the rause of death being 
paralysis.

After the Meeting. 


There was a very interesting meeting 


of the Central Labor union last evening 
several important matteis com ng up 
for discussion. Ami after the meeting 
William Dobson, who is a. delegate 
from 
the masons, bricklayer s and 


plasterers' union, addressed the mem- 
bers, nearly all of whom stayed to 
hear him, on his candidacy for mayor. 
The meeting was a large one, 55 out 
of the 65 delegates being present. 


The most important matter was the 


passage of a resolution asking the 
various affiliated unions, through their 
delegates to the central 1' 
to pass 


rules that every member u1 
y union 


shoes, union bread, and union cigars. 
This matter will be brought up at the 
coming meetings of the various unions. 
The subject of using union goods has 
been discussed at a number of recent 
meetings, but the labor union men 
throughout the city and Adams have 
not heeded the requests of the central 
body. It was therefore brought up in 
the form taken last night, to see if 
some decisive action could not be 
reached. 


Another important matter was the 


instruction to the legislative commit- 
tee to interview the various candidates 
who are asking for support at the 
coming election, to secure their opin- 
ions on labor questions as applied to 
municipal government, similar to what 
was asked of the candidates for the 
state election. A special meeting will 
be held some time before election, to 
hear the report of this committee. 


It was decided to hold a C. L. U. ban- 


quet at the time of the installation of 
the new officers, next January, and the 
entertainment committee was instruct- 
ed to make arrangements for it. This 
is a new feature, and one that is ex- 
pected to prove of much interest. 


There was considerable minor busi- 


ness, much of which was of a routine 
nature. 
The committee to see the 


mayor in regard to the securing of a 
whistle at 4.30 o'clock in the afternoon 
on week days reported progress. Under 
the state of trade the printers and 
bartenders reported business improv- 
ing, the bricklayers and 
carpenters 


found it good, the loomfixers fair, and 
the bakers, shoe cutters and cigar- 
makers, dull. 


At the close of the meeting Mr. Dob- 


son invited those delegates who cared 
to, to remain, and all except those 
from out of the city, who had to catch 
cars, did so. Mr. Dobson then made 
a short address in which he spoke of 
his position as a candidate for the office 
of mayor. He repeated some of what 
he has said in other places, and em- 
phasized at more length some points. 
His remarks were greeted with great 
applause by the delegates. 


He brought out emphatically the 


point that he is not John Parker's 
understudy. He is a candidate on his 
own platform and that of the league 
behind him, and the league is an en- 
tirely diftorent organization from the 
Parker club. 


He also emphasized the fact that his 


candidacy has nothing to do with the 
no-license question, and that he had 
nothing to do with any attempt to 
connect him with that question. 


He then spoke of the labor platform i 


on which he is running, and said the , 
campaign, as far as he is concerned, | 
would be run on the principles therein I 
contained.
